That Organs are ufefaU to rouze the Worfliipers to pretence of Mind 
and Attention faring the facred Offices, is another Plea urged in these 
fcebalf.But it is mod falfe,for in ho place where theService of God is pretended 
te be performed, tan one fee more irreverent Geftures and lefsof Attention 
then in a Cathedral Church, as they can Witnefs fufficiently who have moft 
. obferved the Geftures of the People in fuch places. But betides, a lively and 
convincing Sermon would domore to perfwade Attention than all the Organs

Whereas it is pleaded^JwOrx**/ ret sit? d in Churches amo*g& Protectants 
are a means to gain tapifks to a better liking of our Vfajbip, I Anfwer, that 
this Argument has been pleaded for the retaining auny other Poptfh Rites 
tothby Lutherans and other Formaliftt^ and hat been fufficientiy baffled 
again and again by the Learned, and retorted from Experience, that 'tis the 
only way to harden them in ther Idolatries, when they fee Proteftants come • 
to neat them in their own way of Worfhip.
